DETAILED ACTION 



Claim 15, 17-19, and 21-29 were pending. Claims 1-14, 16, and were cancelled by 
previous Amendments. Claims 15, 17-19, and 21-29 have been cancelled by the Supplemental 
Amendment. The currently pending claims are 30-55. Claims 30-55 are allowed. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention comprises independent claims 30 and 46. These claims include the 
following features that distinguish Applicants' invention over the prior art: utilizing a remote 
command center in conjunction with a workstation, to monitor and if necessary intervene in the 
expert critical care of critically ill patients in a plurality of geographically dispersed intensive 
care units twenty- four hours a day seven days a week by multiple parameters in monitoring and 
intervention, i.e. though a rules engine that use more than one piece of data important to patient 
care stored in the database. The structure pertaining to the rules engine is set forth for example 
in Fig. 19 and the Specification where the rules engine (642) searches for patterns data indicative 
of clinical deterioration on pages 39-40. The examiner notes for record that it has been argued 
that an intensive care unit can comprise one room on a floor. 

The most relevant prior art has already been made of record and cited, including U.S. 
Patents, non-patent literature and Foreign Patents.
